Report from Yokohama- 



-Inspection of vessels — No cholera or plague 
except in Formosa. 



Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, May 6, as follows: 
During the week ended April 30, 1904, two vessels, having an aggre- 
gate personnel of 186 crew and 625 passengers, were inspected; 310 
steerage passengers were bathed and 467 pieces of baggage were dis- 
infected. 

The report of contagious diseases in Yokohama for the week ended 
April 23, 1904, is as follows: Enteric fever, 4 cases, no deaths; diph- 
theria, 6 cases, 2 deaths; dysentery, 1 case, no deaths. Japan, exclud- 
ing Formosa, seems to continue free from cholera and plague.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports as follows: Week ended 
May 16, 1904. Present officially estimated population, 8,000. No 
yellow fever in Progreso. Number of deaths during the week not 
reported. General sanitary condition of port and tributary country 
during the week has been good. In Merida there are now several 
cases of yellow fever declared and suspected.
